VOLUNTEER POLICEMEN WATCH

Two Highway Robberies Aroused the 
Citizens to Action and They Are 
Determined to Capture In- 
vading Criminals. 


The good people of the good town of Kirk- 
wood have issued circulars offering a re- 
ward of $250 for the capture and conviction 
of two highwaymen who have been operat- 
ing in that usually peaceful village. 

In addition to the offer of a reward the 
young men of the town have resolved 
themselves into a patrol for the purpose of 
suppressing highwaymen and other noc- 
turnal offenders. 

The trouble began one night about ten 
|days ago, when Frank P. Kingdon was 
|halted-by two men on a dark street and 
|robbed of his watch and money. Both rob- 
(bers carried pistols and both appeared to be 
| negroes, Several nights after this Percy 
‘Kingdon, a brother of the first victim, and 
another young man were held up and made 
'to deliver their valuables to two men, who 
|had black faces.

munity. The first had been 
something of a joke by everybody except 
Frank Kingdon, but when the two robbers 
became so daring as to hold up an equal 
force of law-abiding men it was taken as 
an indication that they were desperate. 
The murder of Artist Atwater at Webster 
Groves by Sam Foster und the Smith boys 
was reveited to. If the two Kirkwood 
bandits had nerve cnough to stop two men 
they were probably ruthless enough to do 
1urder in case of resistance. 

There are a day marshal and a night 
marshal at Kirkwood, a constabulary force 
h.therto found amply sufficient to preserve 
the peace. Kirkwood is a quiet place, with 
few persons residing in or near it who are 
given to violating the law. There is a good 
sprinkling of negroes, but most of these 
are industrious and are regarded as gvuod 
citizens. Some are not conspicuously hon- 
| est, but none is looked upon as desperate. 
There has been an occasional burglary in 
Kirkwood, but it was always palpably the 
work of an amateur who took advantage 
of an open door or window. 

After the highway industry developed 
Mayor John W. Good instructed the Mar- 
shals to keep a close watch for suspicious 
characters, as it was believed the rob- 
bers were visitors from St. Louls, or pos- 
sibly Webster Groves. 

A meeting of citizens was then held and 
it was decided to offer a reward for the 
footpads. 

The young men of the town next got to- 
gether and organized a body of spccial 
guards, whose mission it is to patruol the 
town from 10 o’clock in the evening until 
daybreak. They ge in coupies and are 
|heavily armed. They have resolved to cap- 
, ture every suspicious character they see 
/and unless he can give a satisfactory ac- 
count of himself he will be cunsigned to

LOVERS’ TROTH 


Young Man and Woman Battle 
ina Bugg 


EACH IS FATALLY INJURED. 


SEVEN SHOTS FIRED ALL OF 
WHICH TOOK EFFECT. 


The Outcome of Cahriles Saltzman’s 
Failure to Keep His Promise to 
Marry Miss Emma Herbolds- 
heimer in Illinois.

SPRING VALLEY, Ill., July 7.—Charles 
Saltzman, son of a prominent farmer and 
Miss Emma Herboldsheimer who are sweet- 
hearts shot and mortally wounded each 
other while riding in a buggy near Seaton- 
ville Thursday afternoon. 

Miss Herboldsheimer began the shooting 

because, it is said, Saltzman refused _ to 
marry her. She fired one shot which took 
effect in her lover's side. Hé then drew a 
revolver and fired six shots, all of which 
struck her. 
Saltzman was attending a picnic when 
‘Mies Herboldsheimer drove to the grounds 
and asked him to take a ride with her. 
Saltzman complied with the request and 
got into the buggy, taking the reins. He 
drove away from the picnic grounds, fol- 
lowing a lane that leads towards Seaton- 
ville. The couple seemed on loving terms 
when they departed from the merrymak- 
ers: 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable, the buggy had not proceeded far 
when Miss Herboldsheimer began to chide 
her lover for alleged indifference toward 
her and reminded him of a promise to wed. 
A lover’s quarrel ensued, during which 
Miss Herboldsheimer asked Saltzman if 
he was going to keep his promise and 
marry her. 

To this Saltzman replied angrily and 
positively, ‘“‘no.”’ Miss Herboldsheimer 
drew a revolver and had pulled the trigger 
with the muzzle at Saltzman’s side before 
he understood what she was about. 
Saltzman dropped the reins and drew his 
own revolver. The horse*galloped along the 
road tilting and swaying the buggy. The 
lovers grappled each bent on ending the 


other’s life. Saltzman’s blood dyed the 
raiment of the girl. He was the etronger 
and overpowered her, holding her pistol arm 
in such a position that she could not shoot 
him again. 

He fired every shot in his own weapon 
into the body of the helpless woman.

“He was the most faithful organist that 
ever served under me,” said Father Coyle 
Friday.

He 
was noted as one of the most pious mem- 
bers of my congregation and never missed 
a devotion. His love for music was 580 
great that he would go to his organ and 
practice for hours when it was so cold he 
shivered. 

“He helped me wonderfully in my work, 
and while he was under me I had the satis- 
faction of knowing I had one of the best 
regulated choirs in the city. He was a mas~ 
ter at choir, and knew how to manage 
those under him so that he would not be 
troubled with jealousies. He had no tavor- 
ites, and not once in his career was 518 
choir molested with internal dissensions.

The “Quiet Hour’ Observed Under 
Conditions Which Made Its 


Title a Misnomer. 


DETROIT, Mich., July 7.—“Showere of 
biessing’’ and “There’s Sunshine in My 
Souj To-day" were the favorite hymns 
sung by Christian Endeavorers this morn- 
ing en route to “‘Quiet Hour” in Tent 
deavor. 

However abundant the spiritual show- 
ers may have been, the physical rains 
were certainly copious enough to drench 
everything in sight, and the utter inca- 
pability of the Endeavor tents to exclude 
rain was fully demonstrated 

Rev. Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman, leader of 
the “‘Quiet Hour,” and H. G. Smythe, tne 
New York gospel singer, stood on the 
6peaker’s platform, hats on, directing the 
prwesasings, shielding themselves with um- 

rellas, from the streams of water that 
dribbjed through the 
resonator overhead. 
was a broad and 
of. shining... umbrellas. Scarcely  any- 
body found a dry spot to sit upon, 
and it rained inside the tent aimosi aa 
hard, and in places harder, than out of 
doors. The long decorative bands of white 
and red sagged and drooped like sponges, 
and the banners all looked tired. he au- 
dience appeared large enough to Hil the 
tent, but it was mostly umbrelias. Fora 
long time the muffled roar of falling rain 
on the roof precluded hope of speaking or 
audible prayer, so the people sang in- 
stead, led by four brase band instruments 
Sticking out from under umbrellas on the 
Stage. After:a time there was a short 
partial cessation of the down pour, and 
then the “Quiet Hour’ was carried out 
amid surroundings which made the titla 
a misnomer, — 

Hundreds of young people braved the 
elements and appeared ai the grounds for 
the two main W o’clock gatherings, put 
postponement for the time being at least 
was inevitable. 

Soon after the break of dawn to-day 
the trustees of the United Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor gathered in the Hote! Cadii- 
lac to discuss several matters left: unde- 
termined at Wednesday's meeting, The 
most important of these was the ¢onsidera- 
tion of a protest from the Ministerial Al- 
liance of Toledo against the opening of 
the gates of the Onio Centennial on Sun- 
day. After some discussion and, contrary 
to the expressed wishes of the Toledo rep- 
résentatives who were present, a general 
resolution was authorized protesting in the 
name of the Christian Endeavor Society 
against opening the gates of any national 
exposition or fair on the Sabbath. 

Another resolution was announced, pro- 
testing against the seating of Congressman- 
elect Brigham H. Roberts of Utah. Both 
resoluticns were roughly drawn, and when 
completed the text Will be submitted: to 
the general convention for adoption- The 
trustees consumed some time in the -dis- 
cussion of matters concerning the 1900 con- 
vention at London and the methods and 
rates of ocean transportation, but adjourned 
without definite action. 

There is understood to be a plan under 
consideration for the chartering of several 
large ocean steamships to carry the Amer- 
ican Endeavorers to England.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 7.—Fireman 
Charles Welty of St. Joseph was killed and 
2% passengers weére slightly injured in a 
wreck on the Burlington road, half a mile 
from Waldron, Mo., last night, the north- 
bound train for Omaha going through a 
culvert. Dr. A. J. Davis, a commercial trav- 
eler of Philadelphia, ankle sprained, and

serious hurts. The others were only 
scratched or shaken up. The rain had 
washed out a culvert and 20 feet of track. 
A relief train from Kansas City carried 


physicians, who cared for the injured. 

The wrecked train was the Omaha night 
express, and at the time of the accident 
was running about 26 miles an hour. A 
cloudburst had washed out a considerable 
piece of track a few minutes before, and 
within 10 minutes the water rose three feet 
on the level. A terrific wind was blowing. 
The engine had passed over the culvert 
without leaving the rails. The mail car 
was turned over on its side and such was 
the force of the water that it was washed 
20 feet from the track. For 15 m‘nutes the 
scene was a whirlpool, The baggage car 
was overthrown and carried 3 feet from 
the track. The first. coach was thrown on 
its side, and the sleeper, containing 17 pas- 
sengers, was also overturned. Fortunately 
all were soon gotten on dry land. 

The engineer remained on his seat and 
was not hurt. Fireman Welty jumped to 
save himself. His body was found on top 
of driftwood against the floor of the over- 
turned mail car. The mail car was in 
charge of F. W. Sawyer of Kansas City, 
whose hand is cut. Two other mail clerks 
in the car were uninjured. A. J. Davis 
was the only one not able to wiik after the 
accident. No one received broken bones. 

The water disappeared almost as quickly 
as it had risen, and after the first shock 
ard confusion the passengers were removed 
from the overturned cars without delay.

lay in the wishes and will of the United 
States; that what the Filipinos themselves 
might wish need not be taken into the ac- 
count in formulating plans for their gov- 
ernment.”

“Among other things,’’ said ‘Mr. Macau- 
ley, “Gen. Otis expressed regret that there 
Was not a better knowledge of the Silua~- 
tion among the Washington legislators 
than there seemed to be.

RECRUITS FOR MANILA. 


Filling Up*the Regiments Now in Gen. 
Otis’ Army. 

NEW YORK, July 7.—The work of re- 
cruiting men to fill up the regiments in the 
Philippines to the maximum of 128 men to 
a company, is going on in New York, the 
main station in this city and this part of 
the country, being at Third avenue gnd 
Ninth sireet, and in chafge of Major 
Whitney, who has been detailed from the 
Sixth Infantry for this service. All re- 
cruits from stations round about, euch as 
Providence, Bridgeport, Danville, Yonkers 
and like places, Come to this main station 
for their equipment, except arms. It is es- 
timated that the quota required is being 
filled at the rate of from a thousand to 
120 a week. Were it not for the extremely 
rigid physical examination enforced by the 


War Wepariment, it would be possible to 
but the 


do the work much more rapidly, 
authorities at Washington, on account of 
the climatic and other conditions which 


these troops will be called upon to face, in- 
sist on the reguiation physical requirements 
being filled to the letter. As an instance, 
@t tnis main station, about 18 men a day 
are being enlisted, but with modifications 
in the physical requirements this nunvoer 
could be easily increased to 3i). 

On Thursday a company of 0 was sent 
to San Francisco to be forwarded to Manila 
and from now on men will be sent forward 
as rapidly es possible. While recruiting 
stations have been opened at various points 
throughout all the Eastern States, the large 
majority of the men required are being 
furnished ‘by New York and Pennsylvania. 
Most of these will go to the infantry, al- 
though for ail the other arms of the ger- 
vite men are being recruited as weli. No 
particuiar instructions huve been received 
from Washington lately, except to get all 
tha infaniry recruits possible up to July 
10, and thus taken to mean that on that 
date the recruiting for the volunteer force 
je likely to begin. More men than the dis- 
patcnes indicated will probably be required. 

It is Known that not so many of the vol- 
unteers now at Manila can be counted on 
for re-enlistment as Was previously gsup- 
posed. 

At first Gen. Otis thought he could make 
up three regiments from those willing to 
re-enlist from .the volunteer forces about 
to return home, but later information de- 
velops that he has organized only two skel- 
eton regiments and the term skeleton in 
some quarters is taken to mean that 
only the officers and a very few of 
the men have consented to remain.

“The gurrency question is very intricate,”’ 
said Senator Aliison to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. ‘“‘Before formulating a re- 
form bill it is necessary to see what already 
has been proposed, and what is for the best 
interests of the people. A financial bill 
cannot be framed in a day. We are giving 
the question the most careful study and l 
have hopes that we will be able to reach an 
agreement.” 

Senator Burrows of Michigan said the 
committee was working hard and he hoped 
for tangibleé results. 

Senator Platt of New York said: “I be- 
lieve that we are doing all that could be 
expected. We are holding sessions daily, 
consuming about six or seven hours, and it 
certainly can not be said that we are here 
for a frolic.”

A Commercial Traveler of a Kansas 
City House Is Suffering Under a 
Delusion. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July §—Leo Wolf, 
a traveling salesman for a Kansas City 
dry goods house, was araigned before Judge 
Jones this week in the county insane court 


at the detention hospital. His case is one 
of suicidal mania, and one night he nearly 
succeeded in hanging himself with the 
stra by which he had been held in re- 
straint before being discovered by the at- 
tendants. When he was arraigned County 
Physician Hunter told of the queer doings 
of the young man during the last five days 
he had been in confinement in the deten- 
tion hospital. He labored under the dlu- 
sion that his heart had frozen and that un- 
known persons were trying to take his life. 
He thought attempts had been made to 
poison him. His aunt, Mrs. Henrietta Wolf, 
also testified that young Wolf was mentally 
deranged. The court postponed the case for 
one weck to permit the defendant's father 
to come from Fort Smith, Ark., and take 
his son home, as under the circumstances 
he cannot be sent to a county or State in- 
stitution here, being a citizen of another 
State.

HE WAS ALWAYS BRAVE 


GOVERNMENT RECOGNIZES SER- 
VICES OF A LIFE-SAVER. 


CAPT. B. G. CAMERON THE MAN. 


For Twenty Years He Has Been in 
Charge of a Station, but His Met- 
tle Was Proved Back of That. 


KPNOSHIA, Wis., July §,—Capt. Benjamin 
G. Cameron of the Kenosha life-saving sta- 
lon, who has recently received from the 
Government a silver medal in recognition 
of his gallant deeds in saving lives, has 
been a life eaver from his early years, 
when @s a lad he pulled an old punt up 
and down the Chicago River and dragged 
drowning persons from the water. 

‘He is a typical Scotchman in appear- 
ance. He is 60 years old and weighs 220 


pounds. ‘He bears his years lightly and 
carries himseif as easily as a young ath- 
lete. He was born near thé St. John's 
River, between (Maine and New (Brunswick. 
When he was @ years old his parents re- 
moved to Chicago and Jived near the oid 
ferry where Ruen etreet bridge now stands. 
At an early age he learned to swim and 
manage a boat His first important serv- 
ice was in the rescue of passengers from 
the old ferryboat Berry, which capsized 
in the river. Young Cameron was the first 
to reach. the scene of the wreck, and with 
his scow rendered valuable service in con- 
veying the passengers to a place of safety. 

At the age of 12 be went on the lakes 
as cook in a sailing vessel. From that time 
until 2) vears ago he was a sailor, shipping 
in all kinds of vessels and saving lives in 
| almost every port along the lakes. When 
| the life-saving station was established at 
, Kenosha in 1879 he received the commission 
as keeper, and that position he holds to- 
day. During his 2 years of service he has 
saved hundreds of lives from vessels and 
has run great personal risks on many occa- 
sions. The special acts for which the medal 
is awarded are connected with the rescue 
of lives from vessels wrecked between 1875 
and 1897. 

Dec. 10, 187%, the schooner William H. 
Hinsdale stranded three miles south of Ke- 
nosha during a severe northwest blizzard. 
Her crew was lashed to the rigging, cov- 
ered with ice and barely alive. At that time 
there was no life-saving station and no 
regular crew in Kenosha. Capt. Cameron, 
who was in the harbor, secured an old 
metallic boat and got a volunteer. crew. He 
launched the boat over a formidable ice 


ing sea to the rescue. Upon reaching the 
vessel the captain mounted the rigging. 


loosed the sailors and lowered them into 
the boat. He succeeded in getting them all 
to land in safety. In ] he assisted in 
rescuing 65 passengers from the steamer 
Amazon, wrecked near Grand Haven. Nov. 
12, 1887, he rescued six men and one woman 
from the waterlogged schooner E. P. 
Royce, lying helpless ten miles out in the 
lake. In 1 he rescued the crew of the 
schooner Rockaway when the vesse] was 
adrift’ and unmanageable, her crew being 
almost frozen. The Solon H. Johnson was 
wrecked in November, 1887, ten miles south 
of Kenosha. Amid circumstances of great 
difficulty and in the fact of a blinding snow 
storm he rescued the men from the steam- 
oe ate brought the 12 of them safely to 
and. 

These are only some of the instances tn 
which Captain Cameron has been called 
upon and which he resnonded Yeadily to 
.and rescued life at the greatest danger to 
his crew and himself. In his letter to the 
captain Secretary Gage enumerates the 
acts for which the Government awarded 
the medal. and concludes with: “It affords 
me extraordinary pleasure to be the me- 
dium for the award. of the accompanying 
medal in testimony of the bravery and 
sound judgment displayed by you on vari- 
ous occasions herein recited, which cover 

xeriod of 2% vears.”

The Entrance to the Parise Exposition. 
Jaques Boyer, in the Engineering Magazine 
for June, 


Properly speaking, the exposition of 18898 
had no principal entrance, but in 1900 a 
gigantic entrance will stand on the Place 
la Coneorde at the end of the Quai de la 
Conference, a place where all the visitors 
arriving at the various railroad stations 
will necessarily congregate. This archway 
will have a height exceeding that of a six- 
story house and the edifice will represent 
an open-work dome, recalling the ae 
Arabic style of certain mosques. A prin- 
cipal arch of 18 meters span and 2 meters 
high will form its facade, the sides again 
consisting of smaller arches. To correct the 
rather ungraceful quasi-triangular shape of 
the structure, the lateral pillars and the 
pillars arising in the rear of the entrance 
way will be retrieved by smaller arches. 

It is planned for a capacity of not fewer 
than 60,000 persons per hour through the 
ticket offices, which ‘are placed in a semi- 
circle running around the back of the mon- 
umental entrance and extending from the 
left to the right pillar. By. an ingeuious 
disposition, adopted by M. Binet, the archi- 
tect, they are so contrived that not an inch 
of space will be lost. Inder each ticket 
office an entrance will be excavated and 
while one part of 'the public may enter by 
peng the other by descending an in- 
cline will pass under the adjoining ticket 
office.

MR. SCHWEIOKARDT’S “FLYING 
DUTCHMAN” CONTRACT. 


FOREST PARK PRIVILEGES. 


One Contract Expired Three Weeks 
Ago, but the City Officials Failed 
to Note the Fact. 


Concessionaire Charley Schweickhardt 
has had no right or license since June 17 
to operate the “Flying Dutchman” in 
Forest Park. He has been permitted to 
keep on operating it just the same. 

The privilege expired on the date men- 
tioned, A few days ago the Post-Dispatch 
called the attention of Park Commissioner 
Ridgely to the fact that it had expired. 
Mr. Schweickhardt was notified. He has 
now made application for extension of the 
privilege. The application is in the hands 
of the Park Commissioner. It will prob- 
ably be presented to the Board of Public 
Improvements at Tuesday’s meeting. 

Five years ago Mr. Schweickhardt ap- 


plied to the Park Commissioner for the 
privilege of running: a ‘‘fying Dutchman” 
in the park. ‘The application was laid be- 
fore the Board of Public Improvements. 
The board was complacent and the privilege 
Was granted on condition that he put tne 
thing in a pavilion to cost not less than 
$3500, run it with electricity, have no music 
on it or near-it and give the city lo per 
cent of the rece'pts. 

lt ran along that way a while and as long 
as there was no ‘“‘music’’ the complaints 
against it were not loud. Then Mr. 
Schweickhardt went to the Board with a 
doleful plea. He said the flying dutchman 
was not patronized and he was threatened 
with poverty. He made such a moving en- 
treaty that he was permitted to agecevate 
the nuisance by installing a hand organ, 
Which passed for music. This music was 

so bad that people have been wont to flee 
when they came within its range. 

People complained constantly, but 
Schw eickharat had a five-year contract and 
a strong pull and he could not be moved, 

This contract expired June 17. The city 
officials did not know it. Schweickhardt 
probably knew it, but he wanted to keep 
the thing going the rest of the season and 
he said nothing about it. 

When atiention was called to it, Park 
Commissioner Ridgely notified Schweick- 
hardt. Mr. Ridgely said he thought this 
courtesy Was due. 

Schweickhardt then made application for 
an .extension on the same conditions for 
the rest of this year, 

In explanation of his modesty he said 
Friday: “You see, the fiying Dutchman 
don’t pay any more. It’s a good thing, but 
it’s li a straw hat in the fall. People 
have got tired of tt. I am trying to sell 
it. I will not operate it under any circum- 
stances next year, but as long as I have it 
I would like to keep it going this summer. 

“It’s a fine flying Dutchman, strong and 
clean and safe, but the children have grown 
tired of it. If they’ll let me run it until 
the end of this season I will go out of the 
fiying Dutchman business.”’

In his mind the murderer is born, not 
made, and insanity and ill health oftener 
than anything else are the causes leading 
up to these criminal act acts. 


“Our forefathers, ” ” paid Col. Clarke to a 
friend recently, ‘“‘are more responsible for 
the crimes of to-day than we are often 
willing to admit. 

‘In our grandfathers’ time the human 
body was not understood as ft is now. 

“Remedies now in the medicine box of 
every farmer were then utterly unknown. 

“The alkaloid quinia was unknown till 
1820. The only cure for malarial diseases 
then was powdered cinchona bark; but the 
amount required to restore the patient was 
so great, and the supply so small, that the 
remedy was all but useless. 

“The discovery of anaesthesia = the in- 
halation of ether or chloroform was not 
given to the world by Morton until 1846, : 

“Not one of the many remedies which 
assuage pain, which destroy disease, which 
hold in check the most loathsome maladies 
and the most virulent epidemics were known 
before this century. 

“Every few years during the dog days the 
yellow fever raged with more violence in 
the Northern cities than it has ever done 
in this generation in the cities of the far 
South.

Every night the dead cart shot its scores 
of corpses into the pits of the Potter's 
Field. .

SAN FRANCISCO, July 7.—No sooner had 
Champion Jim Jeffrfes landed in this city 
than local promoters began working to se- 
cure the coming fight between Jeffries and 
Sharkey.

Upon the heels cf the finst bid came one 
from the Glen Park Company, with condi- 
tions identical with those made by New- 
man, viz.: A purse of $40,000, the fight to 
take piace some day in September, between 
the hours of 9 a. m. and 6 p. m. A check 
for $0000 will be deposited to-day by the 
party making the second offer. 
Jeffries had this to say about fighting in 
San Francisco: “California 1s my home, 
and I would rather fight Tom Sharkey here 
than on any other spot on earth.

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NO MORE “WIDE OPEN” FOURTHS. 


As a result of the reckless celebration of the Nation's birth- 
day this year, the Post-Dispatch reported three deaths and 
1074 accidents resulting in painful injury or mutilation, in 62 
cites of the United States. This is a worse record than that 
of many of the sea and land battles of recent years. 

Surely it is time to put a check on this “wide open” method 
of celebrating the Fourth of July. It has afforded an oppor- 
tunity for malicious individuals to injure their neighbors, and 
has kept a large portion of the population.in a state of nervous 
dread. It is a method favored only by the thoughtless few 
who have no regard for the welfare of others. 

Before another Fourth of July celebration we should have 
laws regulating the use of fireworks. Cannon crackers con- 
taining dynamite or other unusually dangerous explosives, 
or that are outside of certain fixed standards, together with 
the use of firearms, should be prohibited. 

Such laws, strictly enforced, would prevent the killing and 
maiming which have come to be a common feature of the 
great annual jollification, and would add greatly to the general 
enjoyment of the festival. 
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The fever germs that the Lake Michigan steamers take on 
with Chicago water will go into the Illinois and Mississippi 
if the Windy City is to be allowed to pour her enormous sew- 
age into those streams. 
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FLOOD DISASTER IN TEXAS. 


Every day’s development of the news brings out the fact 
With increasing impressiveness that the flood devastating 
Texas is a disaster of the first magnitude. 

This rushing sea, covering, in whole or in part, seven coun- 
ties, has destruyed millions of dollars’ worth of property and 
caused the loss of some three hundred lives. It came at a time 
when crops were at their best. Its advent was almost as swift 
and destructive as the flood at Johnstown, and at this time it 
looks as if the loss of life would be as appalling as in the case 
of that catastruphe. 

The country at large, and especially St. Louis and the Mis- 
sissipp! Valley, svympathizes with Texas in her distress and is 
ready to give help. The great Lone Star State will probably 
be fully able to retrieve the disasters of this flood, and it wil] 
be but a short time until the resources of the State will meet 
every demand. 

It is gratifying to know that the National Government is 
taking prompt steps to aid, by shelter and food, the stricken 
districts. All that can be done should be done promptly. In 
such emergencies action taken should be that of a common 
country, whose citizens are imperiled and in dire need. The 
protecting arm should be stretched out, regardless of section 
or class. 
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Judge Doniphan of St. Joseph, Mo., has decided that the 
fact that a dog bites a person is evidence that it is vicious. 
even though it may have a reputation as a “playful” animal. 
In the case which brought out this decision, a “playful” dog 
had rushed out and bitten a bicycle rider. In St. Louis a 
dog, in order to be considered vicious, must be proven to have 
bitten a number of persons; so that one person bitten has no 
redress save what he can get by taking the law into his own 
hands. 
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The twaddile about the Filipinos being encouraged by anti- 
expansion expressions in the United States is all for political 
effect. If the Filipinos are as ignorant and worthless as they 
have been represented, they can know nothing of American 
affairs. Besides, there ig the strict press censorship for the 
suppression of a!l facts unfavorable to the Administration. 
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The tnited Siates Insular Commission has recommended 
that the Government conduct the telegraph lines in Porto 
Rico in connection with the Postoffice. This is an experiment 
that might cast much light on the subject of the Government 
ownership of telegraphs. 
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“We as a nation are producing a vast amount more than 
we consume,” says Commissioner Farquhar. Is it for this 
alleged excessive production that we must have high tariffs? 
And are we to obtain necessary foreign markets by antagoniz- 
ing other countwies? 
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The thousands who lose their employment through the trusts 
will not be in a condition to buy groceries or dry goods or 
clothing. and they will hardly pay much rent. Trade will soon 
begin to feel the pressure of the combines. 

The insignificant Filipino appears to be a more effective 
fighter than the Mexican or the Spaniard.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Fire and explo- 
sion in the residence of Capt. Dickins of 


the United States (Navy at 10:45 this morn- | 


ing resulted in the death of (Mrs. Dickins. 
who was fearfully burned, and expired be- 
fore medica] assistance coukl reach 
Other persons about the house were se- 
verely but not dangerously wounded, 

The (Dickins residence is a handsome 
three-story brick building on Nineteenth 
directly back of the British Iim- 
and within a few steps of Dupont 
The first intimation of the fire was 
a low rumble, followed by several vioient 
shocks, which blew out the enfire third- 
story front of the residence. The firemen 
made their way to the third story and 
among the debris littering the front room 
found the blackened corpse of a woman. 
From the details of the accident,as jearned 
from those who

were in the house at the 
time, It appears that Joseph Vaughan, a 
plumber, @nd his assistant were putting 
On a gutter to the rear of the third story 
roof. Having completed the job, they de- 
scended by means of a ladder to the third 
Story. One of the men carried in his hand 
a lighted melting pot. As he descended 
Vaughan detected the strong fumes of gasé- 
Oline, and through the open door to the 
front room caught a glimpse of a woman 
sprinkling some liquid on the floor with the 
evident purpose of preparing to cleanse it. 
He gave warning to his partner that gas- 
Oline was being used, and that there was 
danger from the firepot, but at thie instunt 
a terrific explosion occurred, literally en- 
veloping the entire third story in a mass 
of flames. 

Those outside the building say there wero 
successive explosions, and that the last 
ones were 60 sharp and violent that they 
must have come from souvenir cartridges 
or other explcsives. 

The two men succeeded in making thelr 
way to the rear windows, where they got 
to a one-story house and thence to the 
ground. They were severely burned about 
the hands and face. 

The most sorrowful scene occurred in 
connection with the recovery and identifi- 
cation of Mrs, Dickins’ body. In the midst 
of the greatest excitement the first report 
was that the blackened body in the upper 
story Was that of the wife of a distin- 
guished Admiral of the navy. He was sum- 
moned from his home nearby, and not only 
detected the mistake, but also gave the first 


definite ‘information that Mrs. Dickins was 


the one so horribly burned.

RIVER TRIP OF THE CHICAGO 
CANAL COMMISSIONERS. 


INSPECTION. 


_Zijjinois Officials Expected to Arrive in 


St. Louis Friday Night on Theip 
Reiurn Journey. 


The Sanitary Trustees, the Canal Com- 
missioners and the special commission ap- 
pointed by Gov. Tanner to inspect the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal, are expected to reach 
St. Louis Friday night. They are coming 
down on the steamboat Juliet on an in- 
spection tour. 

According to dispatches their inspection 
trip is breaking ali records. They stopped 
an hour Thurscay night at Peoria. At day- 
break they expected to inepect the dam at 
Copperas Creek 29 miles away, and those 
at Grange and Kampsvilie, covering dis- 
tances between them ot 58 and 69 miieés dur- 
i the day. 

m Kampsville to the mouth of the 
Illinois River is 80 miles, and from there 
to Bt. Louis #4 miles. 

While making this lightning journey, the 
commissioners are supposed to determine 
what is necessary to remove the dams and 
the probable effect on the contiguous ter- 
ritory. 

It is probable the Sanitary Board will 
unite with the lilinocis Valley Association in 
petitioning Congress for the removal of the 
dams at La Grange and Kampsville. 

The act of the lLiiinois Legislature provyid- 
ing for the organization of the Chicago 
Drainage District required the district to 
remove the dams at Henry and Copperas 
Creek before any water should be turned in- 
to the channel.

INSISTS HE KILLED A MAN. 


ee eee 


Sheriff of Monitean Had a Long In- 
terview With the Strange Pris- 
oper in Clayton Jail. 


Sheriff English of Moniteau County ar- 
rived in Clayton from California, Mo., Fri- 
day, and spent some time in conversation 
with Fred Bollicker, who surrendered him- 
self to the Clayton authgrities, confessing 
that he had killed a man near California, 
five years ago. 

Sheriff English stated that the men whom 
Bollicker mentioned as having worked for 
in Moniteau County were all well known 


residents there and that the confessed crim- 
inal’s statments as to the surroundings 
where the crime is alleged to have been 
committed were all correct. The sheriff, 
however, claims to have never heard of a 
murder committed in that vicinity at the 
time mentioned. This, though, is only in 
conformity with Bollicker’s statements, for 
he said that no one ever knew of the crime 
but himself, as there were no witnesses 
to the tragedy. 

Sheriff English claims he is well acquaint- 
ed with Carl Gouhle, for whom BoHicker 
séye he was working when he kiiled the 
stranger for stealing a pair of trousers. He 
says that he is one of the wealthiest piant- 
ers in the county and always has a _ large 
number of men in his employ. ‘The Sheriff 
also knew of Wollemeyer, under whom 
Bollicker states he was employed before he 
went tg work for Gouhle. The officer, atter 
carefully noting down ail of Bollicker’g 
Statements as to the time and circum- 
Stances of the alleged murder, returned to 
California, where he will at once begin an 
investigation.
